It  is  not  definitely  known  ’"hen  they  moved  to  Somerset  County 
Pennsylvania,  but  the  records  show  they  purchaped  a  large  farm  in 
Jefferson  township,  ^omerRet  County  Pennsylvania  on  ’"hich  they  re¬ 
sided  for  many  years.  Samuel  Morrison  built  a  large  mater  po*er 
dam,  later  known  a®  Schrocks  dam,  located  on  the  °amuel  Flick  *arm 
in  Jefferson  tornahip  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania.  Po*'er  mas 
furnished  from  this  dam  to  run  a  sawmill  and  a  carding  or  modi  mill. 


Samuel  Morrieon  and  Vary  Uptigraff  Morrison  were  the  parents 
of  six  sons,  Joapph,  "’ill lam,  John,"  Joshua,  Samuel  and  James.  It 
i?  not  definitely  known  That  nationality  Mr.  Morrison  "■as,  but  the 
old--r  Morrison  families  think  he  was  a  native  of  Whales  in  the 
British  Islands.  Nothing  i«>  known  of  the  nationality  of  the 
Uptigraff®.  Samuel  Morrison  and  wife  ere  burled  in  the  'amuela 
church  yard  about  two  miles  southeast  of  Lavansville,  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania.  After  the  death  of  Samuel  M.orrison  his  son 
John  ran  the  saw  mill  and  his  sons  Jospph  and  William  ran  the 
oaroing  mill. 


At  a  later  date  William  karri ?on  built  and  operated  a  tan  yard 
about  one-half  mile  southwest  of  the  power  dam  mentioned  above. 
John,  wniiam  and  Joseph  Morrison  purchased  the  original  homestead 
"'hich  they  divided,  each  brother  owning  his  own  pari.  John 
Morrison  lived  on  the  north  part,  Joseph  on  the  central  part,  later 
known  as  the  Samuel  *  lick  farm,  and  William  resided  on  the  south 
tract  known  a®  the  Morrison  tan  yard.  These  farms  are  located 
about  one  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Bakurevilla  and  south  of  the 
Cumberland  and  West nekton  turnpike. 


Joseph  Morrison,  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  Uptigraff  Morrieon, 
Tats  born  in—J@f furson  township,  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania, 
September  7,  1791.  He  died  September  13,  1869,  aged  78  years,  six 
days.  His  wife,  Sarah  Tedror,  «ae  born  January  3,  1791,  died 
October  9,  1856,  aged  62  years,  9  months,  and  six  days.  Nothing 
is  known  of  the  nationality  of  Sarah  Ted row >  but  the  records  show 
they  were  both  native®  of  Pennsylvania.  They  were  united  in  mar¬ 
riage  September  24,  1811.  To  this  union  nine  children  were  born. 

Mary,  Jane,  Samuel,  Jacob,  Rebecca,  Perry,  Julian,  Sarah  and 
Ann.  The  above  named  children  were  all  born  in  Pennsylvania  ex¬ 
cept  the  youngest,  Ann.  Joseph  Morrieon  left  Pennsylvania,.  April, 
1839  and  arrived  October  of  the  pame  year  at  Trenton,  Io~a.  They 
were  forced  to  stop  at  Shade,  Athen  County,  Ohio  for  some  months, 
the  journey  being  undertaken  by  boat..  At  Quincy,  Iowa  they  had  to 
unload  and  go  over  land  ta  Hillsboro.  There  they  ptayed  a  few 
k.®  until  he  found  a  suitable  claim.  He  secured  a  claim  of  160 
acres  and  "purchased  other  claims  amounting  to  about  2000  acres.

In  addition  to  folio- ing 
farming  Mr.  Morrison  -as  a  carpenter  and  cabinet  maker,  and,  in  fact, 
aa  jack  of  all  trades,  most  of  which  he  could  -.11  master.  For 
many  years  he  acted  a^  undertaker  of  the-  community  in  -hich  he  lived 
having  made  most  of  the  coffins  he-  used  in  th<  businec- .  During 
the  winter  months  he  would  make  sleds,  furniture  and  cabinets. 

£Vfni5urc'  uscd  in  his  home-  -as  of  his  o-n  make.  He  con- 
structed  on  hi^  fc.rm  one  of  thu  powerful  cidt^r  nre qo.e  r  mr  n 

and  during  the  fall  months  made  cid^r  for  the  people  of  the  comrnun- 
ty,  his  charge  being  one  cent  per  gallon.  During  the  spring  months 
he  conducted  a  maple  sugar  camp  and  used  over  laOO  keders  or  ven- 
eols  which  was  placed  around  the-  maple  trees  on  the  farm  which  he 
had  tapped  to  catch  the-  nap  or  sugar  water. 


During  the  latter  part  of  his  life  he  built  what  was  at  that  time 
kno’"n  ^  the  largest  barn  in  Jefferson  to-nrhip.  He  also  built  an 
addition  to  hip  hou ° u  rhich  ho  equipped  i  t  h  modern  improvements. 
iVr.  icorrison  a  powerful  man  physically,  having:  ’"ciRhed  over 
300  pounds.  He  died  from  tht  effects  of  diabetes  from' which  he 
-uffered  about  t-o  years.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Worri-on,  his 
-ife,  Alice  nnn,  made  her  hon.c  with  her  daughter  Sabina  v.  Prugh 
in  Somerset,  Pennsylvania.  Thu  Morrison  homestead  consisting  of 
about  175  acres  -an  purchased  by  ’Valter  L.  and  Ward  F.  ,  the  oldest 
and  the  youngest  sons  of  Mr.  Morrison.  They  conducted  the-  farm  for 
•several  years,  Ward  F.  residing  on  the  farm’  The  farm  was  then 
purchased  by  John  Flick  —ho  —or  raised  on  the  adjoining  farm.  Mr. 
flick  still  resides  on  the  farm  (1929), 


Alice  Ann  Mason  -ife  of  John  Henry  Morrison  '"as  a  v^ry  devoted 
Christian  woman,  be ing  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  church  and  a  teac¬ 
her  of  the  primary  class  of  the  Baker svi lie  Sunday  School  for  many 
years.  Many  boys  and  girls  who  -ere  her  earliest  pupils  gre—  up 
in  the  community,  married,  had  children,  end  their  children  re¬ 
ceived  religious  instruction  from  krs .  Morrison .  On  account  of  Mrr 
Morrison's  large  experience  of  raising  and  caring  for  a  large  fam¬ 
ily  of  children,  one  became  a  practical  nurse  and  was  in  great  de- 
nv.nd  as  a  nurse  in  time  of  sickness.  The  night  -as  never  too  dark, 
the  road  too  long  or  the  weather  too  stormy  or  cold  for  her  to  go 
on  a  mission  of  mercy  in  case  of  sickness  in  the  community.  She 
mode  no  chargee  and  always  considered  her  services  un  act  of  duty 
to  her  fell on  beings.  Mrs.  Morrison  survived  three  strokes  of 
pars lysis  which  left  her  a  helpless  inval idand  remained  an  invalid 
for  six  years.  At  that  time  she  contracted  pneumonia  and  died  in 
a  few  days.  Her  death  occured  December  25,  1910  and  was  the  sad- 
de-'t  Christmas  the  Morrison  family  ever  had..  John  Henry  Morrison 
and  Alice  Ann  Mason  were  the  parents  of  nine  children.  John  Henry 
Morrison  and  Alice  Ann,  His  wife,  are  buried  in  the  Lutheran  ceme¬ 
tery  at  Lavaneville,  Pennsylvania.
